Resolved, That all civic and military organizations 
in the city are hereby invited to attend the funeral 
of Hm who was ‘*first in the hearts’’ of the citizens 
of Ch „ end that as a mark ef re- 
spect to the gteat Mayor the city offices 
shall be closed from Tuesday morning until 
after the burial of our peoples dead. 


Alderman Powers moved that it be the 
sense of the Council that all the citizens of 
the city be asked to participate in the obse- 
quis. 

The citizens of Chicago will act spon- 
taneously,’’ said the Ohair. **The late Mayor 
was loved and endeared to all the people of 
Chicago. The manner of his death is such as 
to prompt all citizens to becomea part of 
the mourning congregation which will follow 
him to his grave.’’ 

Alderman Sexton then moved an adjourn- 
ment, and the Aldermen filed gqutetly out of 
the Council chamber.

When the man’s 
breakfast was brought him, however, he 
brightened upat once. He was hungry and 
ate the plain prison fare with a relish, 
drinking a large quantity of hot coffee. 
After the meal Prendergast seemed in a more 
agreeable mood. He moved up to his cell 
door and gazed out.

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PRENDERGAST’S LETTERS. 


He Was a Contributor to the Mail of 
Senators in Washington. 

WasHINGTON, Oct, 30.—Pendergast’s bullets 
which took the life of Mayor Carter Harrison 
might have tound lodgment inthe heart of 
a United States Senator or even the Presi- 
dent ofthe United States. For ary! two 
weeks before the murder of Chicago’s Mayor 
the assassin had been directing messages 
through the mails to at least one United 
States Senator, which indicated that his 
mind was intensely wrought up against 
President Cleveland. The burden of all these 
communications was the silver question, 

The letters came to Senator Pubois of 
Idaho. The first letter cameabout Oct. 9 
and since then a morning has not passed 
without the receipt ofaletter from Pender- 


“oo of the leaders of the repealers says he 
has received a dozen or more large postal 
cards since the silver debate began in the 
. These communications were in- 
variably begun in the upper teft-hand corner 
of the card and written diagonally across so 
as, apparently, to utilize all the space of the 
card and crowding the name into the lower 
right-hand corner. They were generally 
signed P. E. J. Pendergast,’’ but sometimes 
the name of James Pendergasted was used. 

Writing on the 2ist last, Prendergast said: 
**Repeal is effectually beaten unless eloture 
is resorted to to stile the voice of the people, 
and if this dishonorable, unconstitutional 
and unusual course is resorted to, the peace 
of the nation is risked, and no Senator who 
votes for cloture can justify his course from 
a patriotic standpoint. Irepeatthat repeal 
is defeated unless cloture is resorted to.’’ 

On the 24th he wrote: I notice wavering 
in the ranks of silver enemies. Your side is 
now the strongest. If you are determined, 
firm and patient you can win. The best 
thing to dois to fight it out. Look out for 
artifices on the part of your opponents. Re- 
member that the strongest an most intelli- 

ent leadership is on the part of the silver- 

te side. Grover Cleveland is impotent. The 

cry for re epee is simply a whim of his. Is 
the United states Senate going to yield to an 
irresponsible President’s whim?’’ 

On the 26th he wrote: Hold the fort. Tho 
President was about to give up the fight, 
when certain persons like John Sherman and 
Banker Benedict of New Yerk reanimated 
him. Ifyou holdout youare sureto win. 
They dare not attempt cioture. Hill of New 
York has no influence inthe Senate owing to 
his unsavory record in New York. The Pres- 
ident has become tired and will give up in 
despair if you delay a vote às long as poss!- 
ble, by every means at your command.

Opinions of St, Louis Nervous Disease 
"  Spectatists on Handling Them. . 

The dispatches from Chicago detailing the 
assassination of Mayor Harrison convey the 
impression that the murderer is one of the 
numerous class of individuals who, while 
not held sufficiently unsound of mind to be 
deprived of liberty, area standing menace 
to public men whoare firm epough in their 


‘convictions of public duty to oppose the 


opinions of a strong minority. 

That society should be protected against 
this species of cranks all will agree, but the 
means which should be employed to secure 
this protection is a serious question. A Post- 
DIsPaTCH reporter to-day visited a number 
of experts in the treatment of the insane to 
get their views of the dest methods for pro- 
tecting society against cranks of the charac- 
ter stated.

Pain 
is not a disease, but it 4 3 sure in ication 
that all is not well. oes a man sitting 
in a theater suddenly feel a 38388 to rise 
and shoot down a child that he has never 
seen before? Why eves a certain man, 
a minister of the espe! suddenly feel an un- 
controliabie impulse to Kill a man whom he 
has never seen before and of whom he knows 
nothing? Both of these cases have oceurred. 
You cannot tell methat these men do not 
know tne difference between right and 
wrong, for they do. They know 
the difference, but this somethin 
this impulse, overpowers their wiil 
and they can no more keep from committing 
thecrime than from any reflex action. A 
man tells nis wife, I love you, respect and 
esteem you, but I have an uncontrollable im-

might lie dormant ali their lives, but which 
also May spring into life from some sudden 
passion or imaginary grievance and 
there is nothing to control them.

JUDGE EDMUNDS REPLIES. 


He Says Judge Fisher and Not He Mace 
the Mistake. 

When Judge Edmynds ofthe Criminal Court 
Saturday, ordered stricken from his docket 
the Bruck-Glovanon! election contest case on 
the ground that he had no jurisdi ction 
to try it. Judge Fisher of the 
Oircuit Court, who had sent 
the proceeding thereonachange of venue, 
saidthatthe Judge of the Criminal Court 
had not read the statutes and did not 
know his business or he would not have 
taken such action. To a Post-DISPaTcH 
reporter Judge Edmunds remarked this 
norning: 

Judge Fisher said I did not read the 
statutes. Heseems only to have read them 
and not to have considered them. Both 
the attorneys im the case agreed that I did 
not have any jurisdiction. I sup e that 
Judge Fisher was a little chagrined that 1 
did not take the case. Apart from the law 
in the premises, Judge Fisher ought not to 
have sent the case to me, knowing how 
crowded my docket is, 

The jurisdiction of the Criminal Court, 
continued Judge Edmunds, ‘‘is established 
by the act under which it was created. This 
ig art. 18 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Missouri.’’ 

The first section of the article reads. 
Court IIe court of 
reaora, to be called ‘the St. Louis Criminal 
Court, is hereny — in the City of 
St. Louts, which shall have all the original 
and appellate jurisdiction in criminal cases 
other than misdemeanors, vested in the sev- 
eral Circuit Courts of this State. 

Then follow sixteen other sections defin- 
ing the powers of the conrt, 2 of officers, 
mode of conducting court, 

Now,“ saia Judge Edmunds, after . 
ing the first section of he 
article, the jurisdiction of the 
Criminal Court cannot de extended 
by a section of the statutes under any other 
heading than that under which it was cre- 
ated. The section referred to by Judge 
Fisher is under the heading, ‘The St. Louis 
Circuit Court,’ and is therefore inoperative. 

Judge Krum, who read the application to 
Judge Fisher for the change of venve, ob- 
jected to the case being sent to this court, 
and excepted to the Court’s ruling in sending 
it here on the ground that Judge 
Fisher had no power to send 
it here. EX Congressman Wm. M. Kinsey 
attorney for the defendant, filed a motion, 
but not until I had made up my mind to the 
same effect, asking that the case be returned 
to the Circuit Court.“

precautions against an accident. In other 
words, the responsibility is a double one.

A NOVEL WEAPON, 


A British Army Officer Arranges to Let 
the Hcrse Carry the Rifle. 


Capt. W. F. Peel of the British Army has 
invented and tested a contrivance for adding 
to the effective fighting strength of the 
cavalry. The invention, as described and 
illustrated in the United Service Gazette, con- 
sists of an attachment for rifles oi other fire- 
arms to the harness of cavalry horses in such 
a manner that they may while so attached be 


fired at the will of the rider. 

Fitted to the under side of the girth or 
delly- band is a clip or other guitable appli- 
ance for sustaining the flre- arm in a central 
position, longitudinally, under the body of 
the horse, the muzzle end of the fre- arm 
projecting forward inthe direction of and 
preferably beyond the chest of the animal, 
the barrel passing between its fore legs. 
Suitable attachments are also fitted tothe 
harness to support and adjust the fire- 


arm. 

The rider is provided with means for dis- 
charging the firé-arm while the latter re- 
mains in the position above described. These 
means may consist of mechanical, electrical, 
pneumatic or other appliances. 

In working by means of eltctricity a bat- 
tery, accumulator or dynamo may be fitted 
to the saddle, and electro magnets or other 
appliances may be fitted soasto operate the 
trigger of the firearm, the connection being 
effected by wires so arranged that by touch- 
inga button the electric force causes the 
plece to ‘fire, the eperation being repeated, 
as required, until tue firearm discharges its 
ammunition.

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CARTER HARRISON. 

The tragic death of Carter Harrison is a 
national calamity. Coming just at the 
close of the World’s Fair it casts a dark 
shadow over the general satisfaction at the 
grand success of that stupendous under- 
taking. As Mayor, of Chicago Mr. Har- 
rison took a conspicuous part in the cer- 
emonia]s of the Exposition, and in all re- 
spects bore himself worthily as the repre- 
sentative American, the type of what is 
most distinctively American, of that of 
which we are all most proud. 

Like all men of strong personality, Mr, 
Harrison had many bitter enemies who 
never ceased their warfare against himand 
carried the liberty of political criticism to 
the verge of license. Hehad the faculty 
of success, the power of accomplishing 
things. He overcame obstacles with an 
ease which astonished ordinary men and 
aroused the envy and hatred of those whose 
purposes he thwarted or whose pet theo- 
ries he set at naught. Although a skilled 
politician, his successes were not due 
wholly to his good understanding of pol- 
ities as a game. He knewall the arts of 
politicians and practiced them, but his 
power lay in his accurate knowledge of the 
popular temper and his sympathy with 
it. He shared all the impulses of the 
common people, loved them because he 
was one of them, and won their hearts and 
their votes because they knew by instinct 
that they could trust him. In him were 
summed up some of the best and most 
wholesome traits of the American charac- 
ter. Even his enemies acknowledged his 
worth, and except in hot political cam- 
paigns, when partisan feeling obscured 
good sense, testified to his good qualities 
and pointed to him as one of the best prod- 
ucts of American democracy. Even his 
vanities were laughed at with good-nat- 
ured pride as characteristics of strength or 
indications of a sound heart running 
over with good will and good spirits. 
Many of those who opposed him most asa 
politician loved him most as a man. 

The whole country has reason to deplore 
his untimely taking off amid the general 
rejoicing over the good showing made by 
Americain organizing and carrying to a 
successful conclusion one of the. greatest 
undertakings of modern civilization. It 
devolved upon him as Mayor of the 
World’s Fair city to act as spokesman of 
the whole country. Upon him rested in 
great measure a national responsibility, as 
it were. How he performed his part can 
best be answered by the visitors whom he 
eatertained. That he did it to the satis- 
faction of his countrymen is amply shown 
by the universal grief and dismay caused 
by his tragic end.

NO one 
can be found in Madison County to go secur- 
ity for them unless protected by a cash de- 
posit to the extent of each bond in one of the 
county banks. The authorities have an- 
nounced that $1,000 security for each man 
will have to be put up before the trio will be 
released. Tom Allen and Fred Watkins went 
over last Friday and ascertained. thet this 
was the state of affairs.. They expected to 
secure the release of Sharpe and Daly, but 
failed to do so. The local friends of the trio 
are convinced that if the cases against them 
are tried in Madison County they 
will suffer severely.
